The libel suit is the culmination 
of a series of letters between Mr. Mc- 
Donald and Mr. Brownlee, and the 
publication of the letter mentioned 
above in which Mr. McGillivray’s name 
was mentioned.

NEW LEGISLATION FOR IRRIGA.- 
TION DISTRICTS PROPOSED 
Edmonton, Jan, 27.—Three impor- 

tant changes together with a number 

of minor amendments are being made 
in the Irrigation Districts Act at this 
session. The amendments to the act 
brought down by Hon. Vernon W. 
Smith, minister of railways and tele- 
phones, on Friday provide: 
1.—For compulsory holding of an- 
nual ratepayers’ meeting in January 
of each year for the purpose of receiv 
ing the report of the auditors and the 
reports of the board of trustees and 
setting forward the date of the an- 
nual election to the board of trustees 
from December until February so that 
the election may follow the annual 
meeting. 

2.—For moving ahead the date for 
the tax enforcement return from July

to October and the date of the sale of 
land in arrears for taxes from Decem- 
|ber 15 to January 1. This gives the 
farmer the utmost opportunity to sell 
his crop and pay his taxes. The pen- 
alty for non-payment of taxes is also 
increased from five to ten per cent. 
of which 2% per cent. is imposed on 
January 1, 2% on April 1, and five 
per cent. on July 1, 

3.—For giving the board of trustees 
power to sell a portion of the land in 
arrears for taxes if enough can be 
realized on the portion to retire the 
taxes on the whole. This is a new 
venture in tax enforcement but it is 
believed it will be very applicable in 
irrigation districts where the effor 
is being made to cut down the farm 
units. 

In addition another amendment pro- 
vides for the taxing of right of way 
of irrigation districts for municipal 
and school taxes at flat rate ten cents 
per acre per annum for municipal and 

)20 cents for school taxes, these to be 
| paid by the secretary of the irrigation 
district without the necessity of a tax 
notice being received. 

Another amendment provides that 
land being sold for taxes must be ad- 
vertised in a paper circulating in the 
district. 


RAILWAY LINE IS 
AWAY 

Paris, Jan. 27.—What probably con- 
stitutes a unique theft is reporte: 
from Amiens. Government engineer 
carrying out an inspection there re- 
port the complete and mysterious dis- 
appearance of 1,500 metres of railroa 
track in the neighborhood of Mirau- 
pont. The railroad was a light line 
built for transports during the war 
The report says that it was last “of- 
ficially seen” early in December. It 
is thought that the authors of this 
extraordinary theft were Polish work- 
men empoyed on construction work in 
the district. 

There are many returned soldiers 
in Macleod who remember this piece 
of rail line, and not a few tell the 
story of having ridden over it in the 
great Amiens push on August &th, 
1918, during the closing chapters of 
the war.

Lethbridge, Jan. 29.+Chief Bowker 
of the city police who has been ailing 
for some time, died in his sleep during 
Sunday night. Death was the result 
of enlargement of the heart. The de- 
ceased chief constable had been a 
member of the city police for eleven 
years. He was promoted to chief 
from sergeant, succeeding the late 
Chief Constable Gillespie in May last 
year. 
FRENCH EXPEL HIGH OFFICIALS 

Dusseldorf, Jan. 29.—The French 
occupational authorities today began 
a series of wholesale arrests and ex 
pulsions of the highest German state 
officials, chiefs of bureaus and muni- 
cipal heads of services for refusal to 
obey orders. It was expected the car 
rying out of the expulsion measure 
would be completed by six o’clock to- 
night, at which time probably about 
100 persons, a larger number than had 
been expelled during the entire three 
weeks of the occupation, would have 
been escorted into unoccupied Ger- 
many in a single day. The French 
have invoked the Hague conventions 
as authority for the expulsions quoting 
the passage reading: “Officials of the 
state, officers and functionaries of oc 
cupied countries, must obey the orders 
of the defacto government.” The Ger 
mans reply that The Hague ruling ap- 
plies only to a state of war which 
does not exist between Germany and 
France, 


WILL REMAIN UNTIL, REPARA- 

TIONS ARE PAID 

Paris, Jan. 29.—The French troops 
will remain in the Ruhr as long as 
may be necessary to assure the pay- 
ment of reparations, but not a single 
day longer. This was Premier Poin- 
care’s answer today to reports that 
France was seeking to annex the 
Ruhr valley. 


BEER AND WINE PETITION WILL 
GET A HEARING 

Edmonton, Jan, 30,—At 
hotel men’s beer petition will come 
to anchor, Premier Greenfield, as 
leader of the government, will accept 
the duty imposed upon the legislature 
to take official notice of the request 
of 51,000 voters and he will lay the 
petition before the house today. 

Premier Greenfield's decision to 
sponsor the resolution is not the re 
sult of any particular belief in the 
efficacy of the legislation asked for, 
but merely out Of a feeling that 51,000 
voters of the province should not be 
ignored no matter what petition they 
present. 

It is expected that the premier will 
make a statement of the government 
attitude to the petition which is 
brought under the direct legislation 
act though no hint is expected for a 
few days as to what possible course 
the government may take with respect 
to a referendum, either on the basis 
of the petition or on a number of gen 
eral propostions for the control of 
liquor.

Hoadley, minister of agriculture, re- 
ferred to the success of the new cream 
grading system, and said that it was 
the intention of the department to 
endeavor to remove as far as possible 
all difficulty in connection with the ad- 
ministration of the new system.

On the question of war-debt policy 
the Washington government is bound 
to follow the guidance of public op 
inion. President Harding and mem 
bers of his cabinet may not be con 
vinced that insistence on full redemp 
tion of the war loans owing by En- 
tente nations to the United States is 
wise. Their own judgment might p 
fer a settlement of all the national war 
debts by cancellation, thus lifting off 
the trade of the world the most stif- 
ling incubus that ever lay upon it 
and putting new life into the industry 
commerce of the United States 
itself. The men most eminent in the 
financial commercial affairs of 
the United States arfd most competent 
to give advice on the war-debt ques 
tion would waive their country’s 
claims as war creditor of the Entente 
nations upon the understanding that 
latter would likewise forego thei:

| HOW FARES FIGHT 


FOR PROHIBITION? 


American prohibitionists declared 
that economic reasons would oblige all 
other competing nations to go dry 
once the United States had done so and 
had thereby demonstrated the greater 
efficiency of a dry nation. The United 
States has now been dry, nominally 
for three years, but is the world going 
dry? This is a question which a 
writer in the New York Times discus- 
ses temperately. He points out tha‘ 
all the provinces in Canada are dry 
with the exception of Quebec and Bri- 
tish Columbia, but this is only a mat- 
ter of opinion and comparison. If 
New York could get liquor as easily 
and copiously on prescriptions as Tor 
onto does, New York would not think 
it had prohibition at all. Howevei 
Canada, with the exception of the 
two provinces named, undoubtedly be 
longs in the dry column. Iceland was 
the first country to go dry, prohibi 
tion coming in force in 1915 and re 
maining for seven years. Then Spain 
which desired to export her wines to 
Iceland, refused to make a commer 
cial treaty whereby Iceland's fish was 
admitted to the Spanish market, and 
Iceland had to sacrifice her prohibition 
for her market. She now permits the 
importation and consumption of liquo 
containing up to 21 per cent. of alco- 
hol. 

Trade Conquers Sentiment 

Iceland cannot be considered dry. 
Nor can Norway, which was similar!) 
coerced by France, which, as the price 
of granting a trade treaty, received 
permission to ship in 500,000 litres an- 
nually of wines and_ spirits.

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Annual Meeting 
Town of Macleod 
& School Board 


The Town of Macleod annual meet- 
ing held on Friday, January 26th, was 
fairly well attended. Representing 


tthe council there were present Mayor 


Fawcett and Councillors MeNichol and 
McLeod, and Secretary Brown. Mayor 
Fawcett as chairman, after a few 
appropriate introductory remarks 
called upon Secretary Brown for the 
reading of the financial statement for 
1922. In this connection Mayor Faw 
cett stated that publication of the 
statement would occur later The 
mayor said the amendment to The 
Town Act, which calls for the annual 
meeting being held on the last Friday 
in January and the books for the year 
not being closed till the 31st of De 
cember, handicaps a town office con- 
siderably in preparing and_ publish- 
ing a financial statement prior to the 
annual meeting—not sufficient time 
elapsing between the closing of the 
books and the meeting to allow a 


| secretary-treasurer of a town to mak« 


his balance and have books officially 
audited, even if an auditor is im- 
mediately available. 

The reading of the financial state- 
ment showed remarkable gains in the 
water and light departments and 
collection of taxes appeared to have 
been remarkably good considering the 
general financial depression. 

After the reading of the financial 
statement Mayor Fawcett announced 
the meeting open for the propounding 
of questions by the ratepayers and for 
general discussion of town affairs 
from an administrative standpoint 
and which resulted in present 
vetting a better understanding of local 
municipal affairs. Both Superinten- 
dent Pearson and Secretary-Treasurer 
Brown gave asked for information in 
detail regarding their departments 

Jayor Fawcett reported verbally on 
expenditure in relief, saying that while 
greater than usual, was satisfactory 
when compared with other places in 
the province. The mayor explained 
the matter of refunding of past due 
debenture interest, also stated that 
arrangements had been made with the 
Bank of Commerce to carry town’s 
past due indebtedness over a further 
period of ten years, which would tend 
to obviate the possibility of a finan- 
cial crisis being precipitated in town
